University Develops Schism 



PRINCETON FRESH ES 
SHOW GREAT INCREASE 

Gain of Thirty Over Last Two 
Years 



According to the figures prepared by 
the Committee on Entrance, of Prince- 
ton University, 1917 Is by far the larg- 
est class that has ever entered the 
University. Out of the four hundred 
nnd eighty-three men who quulifled for 
entrance, four hundred and thirty have 
registered, an increase of thirty over 
hist year's entering class and of thir- 
ty-five over the class ot 1915, These 
1 sure- are extraordinary on account 
of the exceptional Increase during the 
past year, an increase whit h Is far 
above the average growth from one 
session to another. 

Of this number one hundred and 
twenty-seven are taking the A.B. 
course, as compared to one hundred and 
thirty-four lust year. Two hundred 
mid fifty-two are taking the C.s. and 
làtt.B. course a.- compared to two hun- 
dred and twenty-five last year. There 
are fifty-one CE. men this year as 
compared with the forty-one last year, 
From these figures it is plainly evid- 
ent that the A.B. course containing 
tiolh Greek and Latin is growing less 
popular. The number taking this 
course Is about the same from year 
to year despite tho growth In the 
Size of the classes, which Indicates an 
Increasing desire for more practical 
•subjects in preference to the dead 
languages.

THEORY OF LIFE 



In view of sir Oliver Lodge's presi- 
dential address at the meeting of l)te 
British Association, llr. Wents's re- 
statement of a novel theory will !>•■ 
read with interest. Dr. Kvaus 
Went/, is the author of a iliosis on i lu 
existence of fairies which won for him 
a literary degree at Itennes and a 
science degree at Oxford, Dr. Weuta, 
writing in The London Daily News, 
says; 

In the old Gaelic manuscripts, and 
to a limited extent in the old Ury- 
thonic manuscripts, scholars lind 
abundant evidence to coutlrm the 
statements of Caesar and other 
Roman writers that a belief in the re- 
birth of the humait souls into human 
bodies was held bv the ancient Celts. 
The Tuiilhn He Danann, the highest 
of the fairy beings, are said to nave 
incarnated and reincarnated as the 
divine kings and treat national heroes 
<>f Ireland, as was the ease with King; 
Mougan id. circa A. I), 620), who 
knew himself to he the reincarnation 
of r'iud. And inasmuch as all man- 
kind, hot h embodied in this world 
and disembodied in the fairy or in- 
visible world, are to lie regarded from 
the Celtic viewpoint as belonging to it 
lower or less highly evolved order of 
fairies than the Tuathti De Danann 
(to whose state it is believed mankind 
are destined to evolve by virtue of 
repeated births in human bodies', 
the re-birth doctrine is fundamentally 
important in the interpretation of the

understood aspects. 

That this ancient anil mystic doc- 
trine ha* survived till in-day. lo sonic 
degree in all of the Celtic countries, 
but chiefly in Lower Brit tan v, where 
in certain localities it is stiil living, 
and in Wales, ami in Ireland has not 
heretofore not generally been known. 
It survives both amongst the peasan- 
try and amongst the more educated 
classes. There are cultured Irishmen 
now alive who are firmly of the opin- 
ion that Parnell was the incarnation 
of one of their ancient heroes. Sim- 
ilar views prevail concerning St. 
Columba. In Scotland, and in Man, 
I have found the doctrine surviving 
only as an almost forgotten tradition. 
For Cornwall, a well-known Cornish- 
man, of Penzance, testified as follows: 
Belief in reincarnation was very 
common among the old Cornish people 
For example, il was believed when an 
incantation had been pronounced in 
the proper way at the Newly it Tol- 
earue ihat the Troll who inhabited it 
COUld embody the person who called 
him up in any state in which that 
person had existed during a former 
age. 

The popular Welsh belief 
return of Arthur seems to be 
bolical aspect of the doctrine 
will return as a mighty hero 
his people out of Darkness hit 
out of physical bondage into 
freedom; he will return from 
or Faerie anil be re-born. 

At the ace of til the late Mr. John 
.loin s, nf I'ontrhydfondignld, a Welsh- 
man who was highly esteemed by 
Welsh scholars bcCau.se of hi* remark- 
able knowledge of rare folk-tradition, 
gave me the following testimony: 

Two hundred years ago 
belief in rebirth w as common. Many 
still held it. when I was a boy. Anil 
even yet here in this region some 
people are imbued with the ancient 
faith of the Druids, ami firmly believe 



mbodiment. According 
to Welsh tradition, there are fre- 
quently more souls awaiting birth 
than there tire infant bodies to con- 
tain them; hence, only the stronger 
souls arc able to incarnate, while file 
weaker souls must wait. In the 
Morbihan .Lower llritlany there is 
a very widespread ie-birth legend 
thai all human beings are born on 
carl li three limes. Those born for 
the first time are said to have black 
hair, those born for the second lime 
fiiir hair. I hose born for the third time 
red hair. Not much more than a 
year ago. while this legend was being 
repeated in a peasant's cottage near 
Carnuc, a littlo girl w ho had been an 
attentive listener, suddenly began to 
cry most violently. ''Why arc ynu 
crying so, my child?" asked the good : 
mother, "Oh, mama,'' she replied 
between her sobs, "I've got red hair 
and enn'l come hack any more." I 
Though litis, particular legend is often I 
treated humorously by the peasants, 
and probably has arisen from their 1 
erroneous interpretation of ethnol- 
ogical acts, the rebirth idea under- 
lying it is not Infrequently a serious 
belief amongst them ami amongst 
oiler classes of Bretons, both in the 
Morbihan and in Finistère. 



On the Labrador Coast the fishing 
season begins when navigation opens, 
with the breaking up of the floes and 
their disappearance from bays and 
harbors, and ends when oueoming 
Winter closes the bays to the fishing 
craft. Generally, the season lasts 
from about .Inly 1 to October 1, 
though some seasons sec the waters 
open by the middle of June. Few 
fishermen live the year round on the 
Labrador Coust. Most of those who 
lily their l ratio in the North are Winter 
dwellers in Newfoundland, anil Labra- 
dor is only their Summer resort. The 
usual procedure is for a company to 
recruit its men. with necessary women 
lo work at necessary housekeeping 
nisks, in St. Johns, Bay Roberts, 
Havre tîrare or some other Newfound- 
land port, ami on a given day congre- 
gate its modern argonauts on a steam- 
er or schooner and sail away for the 
North. 

One company of merchants has the 
I wootletl steamer Southern Cross, the 
same craft that Lieulcnant Shackletou 
I used on his expedition to the South 
Pole region several years ago. and last 
Summer 183 persons— men, women 
nail children— set out on her for 
Battle Harbor, the company's post 
just North of Bullo Isle Straits. The 
Steamer arrived on June 15 and the 
party at once occupied the Cottages, 
which the company owns and which 
are closed all the oil' teasott, 

A week's work making everything 
lidy uinl comfort able prefaces the 
I Summer's activities. Then the men 
who have shipped as fishermen, cither 
I on shares or for wages, man their 
.dories, sel their traps, or large nets, 
which they moor at one end to the 
nicks on shore and the other end to 
Una ting hiinys 50 or (HI feet off shore. 
Those enormous nets are about 13 
feet in depth and 25 or 30 feet wide. 
One end is open for the entrance of the 
fish, which, once they arc inside, 
tind tin way of exit. 

The fishermen visit the traps three 
limes daily, drawing them up one end 
al a lime and passing the whole trap 
over Iheir boat, securing their catch 
which has congregated in the end of 
the not. Sometimes a w hole boatload 
of fish is secured at one draft, so that 
the boat is difficult to navigate with 
! its great burden of fish, but more often 
1 Iwo or three barrels of cod are the 
result nf a haul. 

Traps are often loosened by pieces 
of tloe in late Summer. The bergs 
that lino the Labrador Coast at all 
seasons are constantly breaking up in 
I ho Summer lime, when the sun's 
rays disintegrate the great masses. 
Then the fragments float about or are 
washed toward ••hure by the waves. 



and press against the nets, freeing 
them from their tuooriugsaud tearing 
great rents in their sides. 

Once the fish are secured, they are 
dressed iu the stage, salted, washed 
and spread upon the tlakc lo cure. 
At night they are piled in cylindrical 
heaps and covered over with bark 
for protection against moisture. Sev- 
eral days of spreading are required to 
dry the fish sufficiently for shipment. 
The principal markets for Labrador I 
ami Newfoundland cod ure Spain, 
Italy, Brazil anil Argentina, and I 
schooners and steamers make voyages 
direct from Labrador to these coun- 
tries. In certain years over $1,000,- 
000 worth of dried codfish has been 
exported direct from Labrador to the 
countries of Lower Europe and South 
America. 

If is the custom of the country for 
the fisherman to draw his supplies and 
equipment at the beginning of u 
"voyage," tho company charging the 
same to his account. Supplies ure 
furnished from the company's com- 
missary, and at the close of the season 
the man's share is credited and a 
balance struck. Formerly il was the 
custom to carry the balance from 
season to season, and in many in- 
stances the men were perpetually in 
debt to the principals, but a law 
recently enacted requires the company 
to pay whatever balance is due n 
fisherman, "in rash, and iu case of a 
deficit against him to furnish u 
written statement of the account. 

The fishing business is full of 
hazards, both to the workmen and to 
tho merchant adventurers. Some 
seasons, like those of 1(104 and 1905, 
were enormously profitable, while 
Others have been rewarded with little 
return for the labor and the risk of 
expenditure. The Labrador fisher- 
man inclines lo be nn habitual pessi- 
mist and is loth to acknowledge n 
streak of prosperity, But many are 
said to be very well off. 

It is interesting to nolo what ex- 
tended journeying* are involved in the 
process of reaping the harvest of 
the seas. In the Straits of Belle 
Isle are families that come to their 
"room," or fishing site, from the 
West Coast of England, and from 
Brittany. 

Their career is one of hardship, but 
doubtless one of intense fascination. 
Tho change of scene and of atmos- 
phere is a constant allurement from 
season to season, while the discom- 
forts are forgotten or dissolve into 
recollections of zest fui adventure. 
What the vocation emails m the 
young folks, only those who have been 
children engaged in this primitive 
industry battling for their sustenance 
with the rude forces of nature, can tell.

We have read much of laic in our 
English periodicals concerning the 
revival of old beliefs. As Mr. J. W. 
Marriott, in The Academy has aptly 
put ii. "The new order changeth, 
yielding place to the old." If n 
scientist of the open-minded type of 
a Bergson or of a Sir Oliver Lodge 
should be culled upon to pass judg- 
ment iu the in.-e of this old-World

If there should happen in be any 
truth in theso views of the mailer. 
Avalon ; then it would inevitably follow that 
the Druids with their doctrine of 
rebirth mjt only anticipated Darwin 
by ver\ many centuries, but quite 
surpassed him. Darwin explained 
how, through the age-long process of 
physical evolution, mail came By his 
physical bodj , but he never attempted 
to explain what il is thai nf Itself 
seems to be evolving through th«* | 
agency of all the multitudinous forms 
of sentient life, front the amoeba to' 
man.

It is far more 
likely to wander than it was in the old 
days; and Ibis is not entirely due lo in- 
feriority in the artist of the twentieth 
century - it is due rather to the rise of 
a new and half-educated publie, who 

have been fed nn papers like Answers 
ami Tit-bilS the babies' food of the 
younger reader. It remains to be seen 
whether this public will ever be edu- 
cated up to anything better; but at 
present they are incapable of absorb- 
ing any paragraph of more than live 
or six lines in length. They require a 
series of shocks to keep them awake, 
the modern novelist 
has learned the imprudence of In- 
dulging in prolixity. The page of a 
new novel must not even present a 
physical appearance of .solidity, if a
